PERIODICAL PUBLICITY LAW 
UPHELD. 

As was generally anticipated the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in a decision 
handed down last Tuesday, has affirmed the 
validity of the so-called periodical publicity 
law. 

This law was enacted, it will be remem- 
bered, as a rider to the Post Office Appropria- 
tion act of August, 1912. It provided that 
every periodical publication should file with 
the Postmaster General and publish twice a 
year a sworn statement giving the names of 
editors, publisher, owners or stockholders and 


known bondholders, mortgagees, or other se- | 


curity holders and in the case of daily news- 
papers should include the circulation figures. 
The law provided also that any editorial or 
other reading matter, published in considera- 
tion of anything of value, should be plainly 
marked “*‘ Advertisement.” 

As was pointed out by the PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY editorially soon after the passage of 
the law,* there was considerable obscurity in 
the wording of the act as to whether the pen- 


alty for failure to make the required statement | 


was exclusion from the second class entry 
privilege or exclusion from the mails entirely. 
The penalty for non-observance of the “ad- 
vertisement”’ provision was a fine. 

The law raised a storm of protest from the 


newspapers generally and test cases were al- | 


most immediately initiated in the local United 


States District Court by two New York news- | 


papers, the Telegraph and Journal of Com-

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merce,* the latter on Oct. 9, 1912. The suit 
was dismissed by Judge Hand in a formal 
proceeding Oct. 15 and, with the cooperation 
of the Government, carried immediately to 
the Supreme Court.+ Printed briefs, filed by 
the appellants before the latter court Oct. 19 
were summarized in the PusttisHers’ WEEKLY 
of Oct. 26. In the brief of the Government, 
filed Nov. 28,t the Solicitor General said: 

“Every man, woman and child who mails 
a letter is being overtaxed for the benefit of 
the publisher. The 90,000,000 of people are 
being taxed directly for the benefit of 30,000 
publishers. The Government overcharges 
people who mail letters about $70,000,000 a 
year, and that profit all goes to make up the 
loss sustained by carrying periodicals, etc., at 
the low second class rates. We thus see that 
Congress has discriminated against the indi- 
vidual and in favor of the publisher. If it 
had the power to do so, can it not equally well 
make some changes in that classification ?”’ 

The brief also pointed out that for over 
thirty years Congress had, without hitherto 
raising the question of constitutionality, pre- 
scribed certain conditions and rules for pub- 
licity (such as date, serial numbering, editors, 
circulation, etc.), upon which its admission to 
the second class privilege was contingent. 
Both these contentions of the Government are 
fully upheld by the Supreme Court.

CLASSIFICATION AS A BROAD POLICY. 


“As the result of legislation, beginning with 
the act of March 3, 1863, it had come to pee 
on Aug. 24, 1912, when’ the provision here 
assailed was enacted, that mail matter, dis- 
regarding mere subordinate subdivisions, was 
divided into four eral classes. And it is 
obvious and is not disputed that the classifica- 
tion adopted was based, not upon merely in- 
herent distinctions or differences in the nature 
and character of the articles as mailable 
matter and the cost of their carriage, but rested 
upon broad —— of public policy; in 
other words, upon the conceptions of ee 
as to how far it was wise for the general welfare 
to give advantages to one class not enjoyed by 
another. 

“It is not necessary to stop to enumerate 
the exceptional privileges and great advan- 
tages which were offered to publishers of news- 
papers by the classification thus adopted, since 
it is not questioned that as a result of giving 
them the benefits of the second class rates 


_ pecuniary advantages of great consequence to 


them resulted, which when conjoined with the 
exceptional administrative and other privi- 
leges which were accorded under that classifi- 
cation undoubtedly operated to create a very 
great discrimination in their favor. It was 
obviously this result of the legislation which 
caused the Postmaster General at page 6 of his 
report to Congress for the year 1907, to say 
that ‘by acts of Congress passed in 1874, 1879, 
i885 and 1894, a privileged class has been 
created.’ 
A STANDARD FIXED. 


“It is equally certain that for the purposes 
of securing the public benefits which it was 


conceived would result from the giving of the | 


privilege, it was deemed that the power and 
duty existed to fix a standard which should be 
complied with by those who wished to enjoy 
the privilege, a result manifested by the follow- 
ing provisions of Section 14 of the act of March 
3, 1879: 


That the conditions upon which a publication shall be 
admitted to the second class are as follows: 

First—It must regularly be issued at stated intervals 
as frequently as four times a year, and bear a date of issue, 
and be numbered consecutively. 

' Second—It must be issued from a known office of pub- 
ication. 

Third—It must be formed of printed paper sheets, 
without board, cloth, leather, or other substantial binding 
such as distinguished printed books for preservation from 
periodical publications. ; 

_Fourth—It must be originated and published for the 
dissemination of information of a public character, or 
devoted to literature, the sciences, arts, or some special 
industry, and having a legitimate list of subscribers: 

Provided, however, that nothing herein contained shall 
be so construed as to admit to second class rate regular 
publications designed primarily for advertising purposes, 
or for free circulation, or for circulation at nominal rates. 


And the long-settled administrative practice 
in enforcing these conditions serves to show 
what was deemed to be their importance and 
the necessity for applying them to the end 
that the results intended to be accomplished 
by Congress might be realized. 


| 
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In 1887 the Postmaster General promul- 
gated new rules and regulations. One con- 
trolling authority for passing upon all applica- 
tions for entry was provided by vesting the 
Third Assistant Postmaster Bananel with 
power to that end. 

“In the light of the evolution of the law as 
tq mail matter and its classification, we come 
to dispose of the controversy as to the meaning 
of the assailed provision, the question which 
we are called upon to solve being this: 

“Was the provision intended simply to 
supplement the existing legislation relative 
to second class mail matter or was it enacted 
as an exertion of legislative power to regulate 
the press, to curtail its freedom, and under the 
assumption that there was a right to compel 
obedience to the command of legislation 
having that object in view, to deprive one who 
refused to obey of all right to use the mail 
service ?” 

“When the question is thus defined its 
solution is free from difficulty, since by its 
terms the provision only regulates second class 
mail, and the exclusion from the mails for 
which it provides is not an exclusion from the 
mails generally, but only from the right to 
participate in and enjoy the privileges ac- 
corded by the second class classification. 

“The reasons which cause us to think this 
to be the case are these: (A) Because the pro- 
vision is part of a Post Office appropriation 
act, and, naturallv, therefore, gives rise to the 
inference that it concerns the general subject 


| of the mails, there being an entire absence of 


anything justifying even a surmise, if such a 
point of view could be indulged in under any 
circumstances, that Congress was intentionally 
exerting power not delegated to it. (B) Be- 
cause the text makes clear the fact that the 
legislation was exclusively addressed to the 
regulation of second class mail and was shaped 


| in contemplation of the long-established law 


and regulations governing that class.” 


The decision then proceeds to take up the 
question of the obscurity of the phrasing of 
the act as to penalty and finds “‘no reasonable 
ground to support the proposition that be- 
cause the provision sanctioned the duty to 


| make entry by an exclusion from the mails, 
| it hence is a general regulation and not simply 


conferring the right of availing of the second 
class privileges. ”’ 
This interpretation of the phrasing is based 


' on the avowed intent of Congress itself as 


clearly given in the report of the Senate Post 
Office Committee when the bill was under 


| discussion. 


““As, therefore,” continues the decision, 
‘“‘the assailed provision only affixes additional 
conditions for admission to a privileged class 
of mail, and was merely designed to provide 
for the continuance on compliance with desig- 
nated conditions of a system under which vast 
sums of public money were expended, to the 
end that the power and influence of the press 
might be expanded, it results that there was 
no foundation for the meaning attributed to 
the provision in question by the complainants 
and on which the grievances upon which they 
relied rested.

‘““We come, then, to determine whether the 
provision as thus construed is valid.

cretion for the purpose of furthering the public 
welfare as it understands it, we think it too 


clear for anything but statement, the exertion |

necessarily implied limitations of the Constitu- 
tion. 


NO QUESTION OF CONSTITUTIONALITY. 


“The attack on the provision in question 
as a. violation of the Constitution because in- 
fringing the freedom of the press, and de- 

riving of property without due process of 
aw, restsronly upon the illegality of the con- 
ditions which the provision exacts in return 
for the right to enjoy the privileges and ad- 
vantages of the second class mail classification. 
The question, therefore, is only this: Are the 
conditions which were exacted incidental to 
the power exerted of conferring on the pub- 
lishers of newspapers, periodicals, etc., the 
privileges of the second class classification, or 
are they so beyond the scope of the exercise 
of that power as to cause the conditions to be 
repugnant to the Constitution ? 

‘Under the statute, as we have seen, for a 


| long series of years a publication, primarily 
| devoted to advertisements, was not entitled 
| to the benefit of the second class classification, 


‘“‘That Congress, in exerting its power con- | and by a long administrative construction, 


| embodied in the regulations, the disclosure of 
| the names of the proprietors as well as of the 
editors of a publication, which has sought to 
| be entered as second class matter, was re- 
quired. 
“The new conditions imposed are first, that 
where there is matter the publication of which 
| is paid for, the fact of such payment shall be 
disclosed by marking the matter as an adver- 

| tisement, and, second, the disclosure as to 
ownership, etc., previously exacted is enlarged 
by making it necessary in the case of a corpora- 
tion to furnish the names of the stockholders, 
and also requiring that the names of the 
principal creditors, etc., be given.” 


REQUIREMENTS INCIDENTAL TO POWER. 


“As the right to consider the character of 
the publication as an advertising medium was 
previously deemed to be incidental to the 
exercise of the power to classify for the purpose 
of the second class mail, it is impossible in 
reason to perceive why the new condition as to 
marking matter, which is paid for as an ad- 
vertisement is not equally incidental to the 
right to classify. 

“And the additional exactions as to dis- 
closure of stockholders, principals, creditors, 
etc., also are as clearly incidental to the power 
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to classify as are the requirements as to dis- 
closure of ownership, editors, etce., which for 
so many years formed the basis of the right of 
admission to the classification. We say this 
because of the intimate relation which exists 
between ownership and debt, since debt in its 
ultimate conception is a dismemberment of 
ownership and the power which it confers over 
an owner is by the common knowledge of man- 
kind, often the equivalent of the control which 
would result from ownership itself. 


GENERAL “‘ FREEDOM OF THE PRESS’’ NOT HERE 
CONCERNED. 


‘We repeat that in considering this subject 
we are concerned not with any general regula- 
tion of what should be published in newspapers, 
not with any condition excluding from the 
right to resort to the mails, but we are con- 
cerned solely and exclusively with the right 
on behalf of the publishers to continue to enjoy 
great privileges and advantages at the public 
expense, a right given to them by Congress 
upon condition of compliance with regulations 
deemed by that body incidental and necessary 
to the complete fruition of the public. policy 
lying at the foundation of the privileges 
accorded. 

‘It may be deemed from what we have said 
in considering the asserted repugnancy of the 
conditions, imposed by the provision under 
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examination that we have assume? that if the 
attack made upon such conditions is well 
founded, and they, therefore, would disappear, 
nevertheless the right to continue to enjoy the 
second class mail privileges would remain, but 
we have not considered that subject and in- 
timate no opinion upon it. 

‘Finally, because there has developed no 
necessity of passing on the question, we do not 
wish even by the remotest implication to be 
regarded as assenting to the broad contentions 
concerning the existence of arbitrary power 
through the classification of the mails, or by 
way of condition, embodied in the proposition 
of the Government which we have previously 
stated. 

“Decrees affirmed.’’ 


BIG PRICES AT HUTH SALE. 

THERE was more animation at Sotheby’s on 
June sth than on any other day since the Huth 
sale commenced. The proceeds amounted to 
$22,790. The sensation of the day was the 
competition for a copy of the original edition of 
Benjamin Franklin's dissertation on “ Liberty 
and the Necessity of Pleasure and Pain,” 
printed in 1724. The edition of one hundred 
was carefully destroyed by the author, and 
only one other copy is known to exist. Mr. 
Huth paid $75 for it. Mr. Stevens had to 


pay $5,025. 
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A rare wood cut book in the German dialect, 
printed in 1485, “The Life and Passion of 
Christ,’ containing ninety-three colored wood 
cuts, was bought by Mr. Leighton for $1,975. 

The most important lots at the June oth sess- 
ion were bought by Mr. Quaritch. Among 
them were Rob Greene’s “Groat’s Worth of 
Wit, Bought With A Million of Repentance,” 
dated 1594, for which Mr. Huth paid $120, 
which sold for $1,100. 

Greene’s ‘‘Euphues, His Censure to Phi- 


lautus,”’ dated 1587, rose from $95 to $1,000, | 


and Greene’s second part of ‘Connie Catch- 
ing,” from $120 to $1,000; also Gyron le

HAMPTON-STERLING MEN ON TRIAL. | 


Tue trial of Frank Orff, president of the | 
Columbia-Sterling Publishing Company, which | 


took over the Hampton Magazine when it sus- 
pended publication last year; John F. B. 
Atkin, a Philadelphia lawyer, who is said to 
have advised Orff; Lee Stillwell, secretary of 
the company, and Eugene B. Yates, who are 


charged with attempting to use the mails to | 


defraud and ery, was begun June 5th 
before Judge Julius Mayer in the United 
States District Court. On June oth, Alfred L. 
Smith, former treasurer of the Western Maga- 
zine Publishing Company, testified that on 
June 1, 1911, at the time of the consolidation 
with the Columbian-Sterling Publishing Com- 
pany, the cash balance of the absorbed con- 
cern was $63.98. The witness also said the 
merger was effected without the formality of 
an inventory of the plant. 

Mrs. Zilpha E. Perkins, of Shrewsbury, 
Mass., who with her husband had been sum- 
moned as witnesses, in an effort to show the 
defendants had made false statements regard- 
ing the earnings of the Columbian Magazine 
Company, testified that she bought 100 shares 
at a par value of $1 and received only one 
small dividend after the merger with the 
Columbian-Sterling Company. 


Her husband told how he bought 120 


shares of stock in the consolidated concern and | 


never got a cent in dividends. Bert S. 
Murphy, a Philadelphia printer, was another 
investor in the merged company who received 
nothing, he said, on his investment. 

After a brief identification of the books con- 
taining the accounts of the Western Magazine 
Publishing Company Mr. Smith went on the 
stand and related the story of the transaction 
by which that company was absorbed by the 
defunct Eastern concern. 

Later, when he came to New York as secre- 
tary of the Columbian-Sterling Publishing 
Company, Smith said, Orff told him he was 
disappointed because “‘Hampton’s”’ had not 
offset deficiencies from the other magazines. 
When he asked about the source of the 4 per 
cent. quarterly dividend, Smith testified, 
John F. B. Atkin, Orff’s adviser and one of the 
men on trial, replied that he had capitalized 
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each department and from that got a surplus 
from which to pay dividends. , 

He gave assurances, Smith asserted, that the 
procedure was strictly legal and had been 
passed on by the Supreme rt. Smith said 
that when he resigned from the Company 
Atkin told him that it was running behind at 
the rate of $1,000 a day.

“That the secretary communicate with the 
American and British Booksellers’ Associa- 
tions to ascertain the details of the methods 
adopted by them to establish the net price 
system in the selling of fiction and other books, 
and that the publishers be approached with a 
view to having them put this system into 
operation in Canada.”

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Tue Rev. Dr. Charles A. Briggs, whose trial 
for heresy by the Presbytery of New York in 
1892 created a sensation in church circles, 
died at 3 o’clock last Sunday in New York City. 
Dr. Briggs was born in New York Cityon Janu- 
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ary 15, 1841. He studied at the University 
of Virginia from 1857 to 1860, and the Union 
Theological Seminary from 1861 to 1863. He 
graduated from the University of Berlin in 
1869.
